As we celebrated the 40th anniversary of the founding of Northwestern Lutheran 
Theological Seminary, it was fitting that the seventieth convention of the Synod 
of the Northwest was held at St. Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of Grand 
Forks, North Dakota, for our seminary came into existence by action taken at the 
1921 convention of Synod which was also held at St. Mark’s Church, Grand Forks. . 


Organized in 1910 by the Rev. C. Luther McConnell, field missionary of the 
Central Pennsylvania Synod, St. Mark's was first affiliated with the English Iowa 
Synod and then transferred to the Synod of the Northwest in 1920. 


At the time of the 1921 convention in Grand Forks, St. Mark’s numbered 300 
baptized, 189 confirmed, and 125 communing members. Thirty-nine years later, in. 
1960, these figures have changed to 846 baptized, 515 confirmed and 394 commun-~ 
ing members. | | 

Great st emg has been evidenced during the nine-year pastorate of the present 
pastor, the Rev. Carl E. Oslund. Moving out of its downtown location to the 
ast ie a of the south side of the city, St. Mark’s is embarking upon a 
new era of life. | | 


The newly-constructed sanctuary and parish hall, costing $200,000.00, was begun 
in April, 1959 and occupied in December of the same year. Three sons of St. Mark’s 
have entered the ministry: Douglas Erickson, Norman Nelson and Robert Sorenson. 
The latter is the son of the Rev. Chris Sorenson, former pastor of St. Mark’s. Mrs. 
Viola Sorenson, his widow, is and has been the organist for 33 years. 
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Sermon for Ordination 

Synod of the Northwest, 
18, 1960,

THE MINISTRY 


Text: I Timothy 1,12. I thank Christ Jesus our Lord Who hath enabled me, for that 
He counted me faithful, putting me into the ministry. 


_ This word of God's Holy Scripture that I desire to lay upon your hearts on this 
sacred occasion is, admittedly, an obvious one for an ordination service. But though 
it is a well worn text,,I pray that in kindness of heart you will receive it with a new, 
fresh and personal coits:4eration. This sermon is not meant to be an exercise in itheologi- 
cal sophistication or ecclesiastical novelty. And a simple direct text has the virtue of 
being readily understood by all, despite all that the preacher can do to meine it! 


Having made this needless apology for my text, I urge you, first of all, to’ sense the 
mote of joy and gratitude that Paul strikes as he speaks of his ministry. “‘I THANK 
CHRIST. JESUS OUR LORD... FOR PUTTING ME INTO THE MINISTRY.”’ 
Paul was referring to his apostolate into which he had been called so dramatically on 
the Syrian road. Now while it may be interesting to hear how the Lord called each of 
you into His ministry, I imagine that it was not as direct or immediate an experience 
as that of the paragon of apostles. Notwithstanding, the office into which you are being 
ordained this evening is essentially the same as his, as far as the principal functions 
are concerned. It is the same Lord Who through His Church has called you into His 
ministry; you will proclaim the same Word of God as Paul did; you will serve the 
same Church; and the end and aim of your service is the same today as then—the glory 
of God and the salvation of sinners. 


I hope that the strong surge of arin and thankfulness which you feel on this 
auspicious night will never be dissipated in the wonderful years before you——blessed 
years of exciting service in the ministry of our Lord Jesus Christ. Being thoroughly 
human, however, there will be times, doubtlessly, when you will look with envy at 
men in other more lucrative professions, who have fewer worries and cares, but I pray 
that you will never lose sight of the ministry as a task of excelling glory. To press 
hard upon people year in and year out with the Divine Word of Reconciliation is an 
_ exalted task that not even the angels of God have been called upon to-perform. And 
what if the world may hold our kind of service in polite contempt or view it with 
patronizing indulgence? It is only because the world does fiot know or recognize us as 
servants of the Most High God! ‘‘God was in Christ, reconciling the world unto Him- 
self, not imputing their trespasses unto them, and HATH COMMITTED UNTO US 
THE WORD OF RECONCILIATION.”’ If Christ through His Church has put you 
into the ministry, | am sure that it should inspire you with a lasting joy and gratitude 
that no one or no thing can rob you of—save you yourself. 


Concerning my own sense of gratitude for being in this glorious ministry for almost 
twenty-two years I have often wondered what Christ saw in me that He counted me 
faithful for such an office. And of course, I must always remind myself that it was not 
because He saw anything particular in me by which I might recommend myself to His 
consideration. I see now, that insofar as I have been able to serve Him acceptably, His 
grace has verily made me faithful. I find it difficult to understand how a Christian min- 
ister can ever be a urveyor of character or work righteousness. It should take little sen- 
sitivity for Christian ministers to realize that not only are they proclaimers of God's 
«grace in Jesus Christ, but that to begin with, they themselves are the undeserving 
recipients of that grace. Both our Christian faith and life, as well as our ministerial 
calling are monuments to the truth of God’s grace. We are the ones, as C. S. Lewis has 
named his spiritual autobiography, who have been “surprised by Joy.” 


The words of our text are part of the letter which Paul the aging Apostle wrote to 
Timothy his own son in faith, shortly after the latter was ordained as minister of 
‘the first Lutheran’’ Church in isa Timothy was a young man set over a large 
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church under circumstances of peculiar difficulty. Some of the church people were men 
who had grown rich by traffic and handicraft and were now high-minded and covetous. 
Some were poor slaves. There was great ignorance among some concerning the way of 
salvation. Some placed their reliance upon bodily exercise, some gave heed to seducing 
spirits, and some like the Romish church attached great importance on abstinence and 
celibacy. There were some awful cases of spiritual shipwreck. Some weak brethren were — 
far too fond of endless discussion and vain janglings. Some of the female members 
seem to have forgotten the modesty appropriate to their sex. But it is needless to con- 
tinue the description—it was a most challenging post, and to crown the embarrassment 
of the position, this inexperienced young pastor was successor to the great Paul himself, 
that incredible servant of the Lord Jesus Christ. It was no small thing for Timothy to 
take charge of such a church. How encouragingly, then, these words of the veteran 
must have fallen on the young preacher's heart as he was shrinking from the anxieties 
of his new post. How his spirit must have leaped with fresh determination and confi- 
dence. His spiritual father, who now after a long weary imprisonment at Rome, far 
from dissuading him, was exclaiming with the clarion voice of joy, “I THANK 
CHRIST JESUS OUR LORD, WHO HATH ENABLED ME, FOR fat HE 
COUNTED ME FAITHFUL, PUTTING ME INTO THE MINISTR 


This ministry to which you have been called, if it is to be a source of he and grati- 
tude to yourself and others, must be grounded in faithfulness. “‘] thank Christ Jesus 
our Lord FOR THAT HE COUNTED ME FAITHFUL.” A trustworthy minister 
of the New Testament—faithful in preaching the Gospel, faithful in shepherding souls 
with the love of Jesus, faithful in your imitation of your great Bishop as you walk 
before His Church! In a general serise, faithfulness in the stewardship of all that which 
Jesus Christ entrusts to you as His minister—that is the choice characteristic of”your 
calling. I remind you of the word of Paul to the Corinthians, ‘‘Let a man so account of 
us, as of the ministers of Christ and stewards of the mysteries of God. Moreover, it is 
required of stewards that a man be found faithful.’’ A prominent thought to the word 
“minister” is that of an attendant who helps a higher master, and a chief significance in 
being a “‘steward”’ is in being subordinate to one’s lord with a strict accountability for 
that which is entrusted to him. 


This is a sobering thought to any man about to begin his ministry— just as it is a 
piercing of the conscience to some of us who have been in the ministry for some time 
now—utter faithfulness to Christ our Lord. There are stewards in the holy ministry 
who prefer to change their orders from Christ to please themselves and their congrega- 
tions. We are, first of all, ones who have been set over the mysteries of God, over His — 
gifts for man’s salvation as they are embodied in the Gospel of Jesus Christ. This, I 
know from experience, is not always an easy thing to remember. Our own ego all too 
often gets in the way. We forget that a chief function of stewards is to serve faithfully 
as underlings, in willing subordination to Jesus Christ. Though the world may not 
recognize it—here lies the dignity of our office. Our will is only that of our Master © 
Jesus Christ, to whom all our labor and result of that labor belong, and Who, after 
services have been rendered, owes us neither wages nor reward. 


Above all, remember that your profession is not one of selling ae or of fulfill- 
ing your own personal ambitions. You dare never become so opaque with a sense of 
your own importance or become so bloated with pride over your own skills, personal: 
magnetism and dynamic approach that the precious souls entrusted into your care fail to 
see straight through you to behold Jesus only. It is unthinkable for a preacher to pre- 
sume to improve on the mysteries of God whether men may call it existentialism, ecu- 
menicity or eclecticism. It is pathetic for a pastor to pretend he is the fourth member 
of what was once the Holy Trinity, even in the interests of promoting ‘‘the church.” It — 
is infinitely tragic when Jesus Christ becomes merely a useful device to use people in- 
paving the road to personal glory. 


I feel strongly that the real foe to faithfulness in the ministry is not so much slack- 
ness as it is self-will, not so much lack of initiative in our exercise of the mysteries of 
God as it is perverting them to serve our own interests. If there is a dignity to your 
office, remember it belongs not to your person ‘but to Him Who has called you to be 
His steward. If there is an unspeakable sacredness to that which you are called upon to 
handle, it is not because you handle it, but because it was given you by God to dispense. 
If “‘success’’ or “blessings’’—according to our fallible human standards—attend your 
labors in the ministry, let them not linger too long upon your noble brow as laurels, 
but let them return promptly to Him to Whom they — to glorify His Name! 
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We should not overlook the point of the text which stresses: ‘I thank JESUS 
CHRIST OUR LORD for that He counted me faithful.’’ When all is said and done, it 
depends on what Christ the eternal Judge thinks of His servants. He is the Lord, the 
Church is His; He is the one great Bishop of souls, to Whom all pastors are accountable. 
The appraisal of men in this vital matter of faithfulness is at best uncertain and super- 
ficial. What really counts and decides the matter is His appraisal. In your ministry I — 
pray that you will have the grace always to be mindful of this. In your trysts that you 
have daily with your Lord, be ready to confess that faithfulness like all other Christian 
virtues is being borne about in a fragile vessel; ask Him to forgive you for the sake of 
His perfect faithfulness; and seek a greater measure of His Holy Spirit to help you to 
be more faithful. | 


Finally, if your ministry is to be a faithful one, you may be sure that you will 
sorely need the enabling help of your mighty Redeemer. Paul said, ‘‘I THANK CHRIST 
JESUS OUR LORD, WHO HATH ENABLED ME... .’’ To whatever portion of. 
the sphere of ministerial duty that you turn your eyes, you should see that the ability 
for the ministry comes from Christ. I am not so sure that He is concerned that we 
become first-class organization men. That appears to be the peculiar fetish of our gener- 
ation—even in the Holy Christian Church. If that is your conception of the ministry. 
I doubt whether it is Christ Who will enable you in your ministry. You will rather be 
on your own—on your way to a nervous breakdown or to an early grave. But in the 
sense of a faithful performance of a sincere: Gospel ministry, you should look forward 
to a special manifestation of divine grace, flowing out of a deeply personal experience 
of the blessings of the Gospel. 


| Remember, the stream can rise no higher than the fountainhead. If the fountain is 

not far above the ambition, the strength and the joy of the world, then the streams of 
Zion will soon be dry. In parish life, in pulpit activity and in the quiet of the study, 
the strength of Jesus Christ must be as constant and as vital as the air you breathe. 
When called upon to sympathize with the family weeping by the grave and give the 
only consolation which can touch the heart; to visit the bedside of one who has been long 
sick and make that afflicted one see the glory of patient endurance and hope in Christ; 
to meet a person in doubt concerning some momentous decision and give appropriate 
Christian counsel; to guide the penitent to the Cross and lead the faithful deeper into 
the cost of discipleship; to harmonize the different shades of belief, character, dis- 
position and experience which are always discoverable even in a small congregation; and 
to be a worthy example to the flock—to be genial without being frivolous, to be 
manly without being coarse; to be faithful without being bigoted; to be earnest and 
not fanatical; self-reliant but mot vain; energetic ‘but always judicious; having a sense 
of the responsibilities of a shepherd; to hold a calm serenity of trust even in the midst 
of capricious opposition—all this surely requires in one whom Christ enables for His 
ministry, the fullness of a personal and constant communion with Jesus Christ, the 


great source of strength and life. | 


According to Greek mythology when Hercules wrestled with Anteus he could not 
master the latter. Anteus was small and Hercules was massive. Yet Hercules was baffled 
because his opponent was all the while receiving thrills of strength from his mother 
earth. So long as Anteus touched the earth he was safe and strong. But Hercules at 
last succeeded in lifting up the little fellow in the air, and then Anteus in his own un- 
aided strength was unable to resist the death grip of the conqueror. What the earth was 
to Anteus, heaven is to the Christian minister. From the Spirit of Christ you must 
daily receive your strength. Whether in your duties of the week or in the public 
‘ministration on the Lord’s Day, you are a sad spectacle without Christ Who strength- 
ens you. | 


Paul himself cofapiained ’ that there was much to make the office of the ministry 
grievous. He told the Corinthians, ‘‘We apostles are made a spectacle unto the world, 
and unto angels and to men. We are made as filth of the world and are the offscouring 
of all things to this day.’’ Even in his dearly beloved congregation at Philippi there 
were some of whom he complained, ‘‘Many walk of whom I have told you, even weep- 
ing, that they are the enemies of the cross of Christ, whose God is their belly, and 
whose glory is in their shame, who mind earthly things.’’ From his prison cell at 
Rome, he wrote concerning some of his co-workers: ‘For all seek their own, not the 
things of Jesus Christ.’’ Yes, you can be sure of it, on yout weekly agenda there will 
be the matter of your resignation from the ministry. Only one thing will give you the

strength and stamina to table the matter—and that is the strength and the help that 
you receive from your Lord Who enables you. 


May that spirit: ever be yours which says, ‘‘I can do all things hice Christ which 
strengtheneth me.”’ Be grateful to Him for putting you into the ministry and ‘enabling 
you. Fervently ask the Lord of the Church to bless your labors, to keep you faithful 
and sufficient for His service. You need a full measure of His Spirit, the Spirit of wisdomi 
and knowledge, of grace and prayer, of power and strength, of sanctification and the 
fear of God. And then, when the eventide of your life and ministry draws near, and 
the shadows lengthen, may Jesus Christ your Lord be your Light and your salvation.

Thirty-nine years ago on May 31, 1921, the Synod of the Northwest opened its 


annual convention in St. Mark's English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Grand Forks, . 


N. D. This congregation, organized in 1910 by the Rev. C. Luther McConnell, a 


field missionary of the Central Pennsylvania Synod (of the old General Synod) was 


| first affiliated with the English Iowa Synod. In 1920, St. Mark’s Church transferred 
its membership to the Synod of the Northwest. — 


The Synod convened in 1921 with 69 congregations totaling 26,935 baptized, . 
17,052 confirmed, and 12,718 communing members. St. Mark’s Church of Grand ~ 
Forks at that time numbered 300 baptized, 189 confirmed, and 125 communing mem- | 


bers. Now 39 years later, St. Mark's is a congregation of 846 baptized, 515 confirmed 
and 394 communing members. Its period of most rapid progress has been during the 
past 9 years. under the leadership of the Rev. Carl E. Oslund. Pastor Oslund and the 
people of St. Mark's have given sacrificially of themselves to build the $200,000 
church and parish house, both beautiful and functional, in which Synod meets this 
year. Construction began just a year ago in April, 1959. Dr. Paul E. Bishop came to 
Grand Forks on July 15 last year to officiate at the laying of the cornerstone of St. 
Mark’s Church, his last official act as President of Synod. The congregation occupied 
the new building in December, 1959, and dedicated it on April 24, 1960. 
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Pastor Oslund’s pastorate of more than 9 years is the longest in the history of St. 
Mark’s Church. The congregation has produced three sons for the ministry: Douglas 
Erickson, Norman Nelson and Robert Sorensen. Robert Sorensen is the son of Chris 
Sorensen, formerly pastor of St. Mark’s Church who died at a young age in 1930. 
Mrs. Viola Sorensen, the widow of Pastor Sorensen, is and has been organist of thi. 
congregation for 33 years. 

Grand Forks is the fastest growing city in North Dakota toned in the Red River 
-Valley—tand of potatoes, sugar beets, and wheat—which likes to call itself, ‘‘the 
breadbasket of the world.’’ Here is situated an expanding air force base and the Univer- 
sity of North Dakota having one of the highest percentages (65%) of Lutheran 
students in any state university. The Augustana Church is strong up here in the Red 
River Valley and cooperates closely with our churches. The growth of Grand Forks 
is evidenced by the hundreds of new homes around St. Mark’s Church. To the west 
of St. Mark’s, across Highway 81, is a new mission field allocated to our Synod. | 

It is most fitting that we should observe the 40th anniversary of Northwestern Semi- 
nary at this convention for it was at Grand Forks in 1921 that the Synod of the North- 
west made its great decision to establish Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary. 
The Rev. G. Keller Rubrecht, then President, closed his report to Synod with the fol- 
lowing words about the need for establishing a seminary: “The Chicago Lutheran 
Theological Seminary at Maywood is to be reorganized but it will take years to restore 
that institution to the full confidence of the church. It is practically without a student 
body today. Where is the Synod of the Northwest to obtain an increasing supply of 
candidates for the ministry to meet our great and growing needs? We have an empire 
to subdue. How shall we do it without the necessary men? Circumstances force us to 
consider the advisability of establishing a Theological Seminary of our own. Our 
expanding missionary program must not suffer nor lag. We can no longer depend on 
outside sources of supply. For years we have been talking about a school of our own. 
Has not the time arrived for the fulfillment of this dream? We are confronted by a 
most complex situation. I ask Synod to make a most careful review of the situation 
and if possible determine upon a course of action which shall safeguard the future 
supply of ministerial recruits for the growing needs of our territory. God give us 
grace to know His Will in this momentous hour.”’ 

Dr. P. H. Roth in his “Story of the Northwest Synod,’’ written in 1941, gives © 
an eloquent eye witness account of the Wednesday afternoon session on June 1, 1921. — 
Here is the brief summary of that three-hour session as it is recorded in the minutes 
of Synod: 

‘The Secretary read the Special Report of the Executive Committee: ‘Your Execu- 

tive Committee in joint session with the Special Committee on an Educational Project 
in the Synod appointed last year, canvassed the entire situation relative to educational 
institutions within the territory of the Synod. These committees held a lengthy con- 
ference with the special Commission of the United Lutheran Church on Educational and 
Missionary enterprises. 
_ “Taking cognizance of the opinions of the Synod a year ago relative to the estab- 
lishment of an institution at Bismarck and of the fact that missionary operations in | 
the central and western portions require an immediate supply of pastors and upon the | 
‘advice and recommendation of the Commission of the United Lutheran Church, the 
Executive Committee and the Special Committee on Educational Project unanimously 
recommend that Synod proceed to the organization of a Theological Seminary at 
Fargo, N. D., or vicinity, the same to be opened with this coming school year.’ 

‘On motion the question was divided, Before a vote taken on the matter peel 
izing, Synod arose and was led in prayer by Pastor Beates. 

“Part I was unanimously adopted. Part II was unanimously adopted. 


“On motion it was resolved to refer the whole matter of the organizing of the 
‘Theological Seminary to the executive committee with full power to act. 

‘After the singing of nyme numbered 409, Synod was adjourned with Lenaiiction 
president.’ 


State of the 


. This is your president's first report on the State of the Church, written after eight 
months of service. The Synod will understand, therefore, that I am still in the process 
of becoming adjusted to this office and am particularly concerned about determining 
the exact nature of my task as it is defined i in the constitution of Syacd, — “To 
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exercise pastoral supervision over the congregations, institutions and ministers of the 
Synod,”’ and further, “‘in general perform such duties as will promote the harmony and 
development of the Synod.’’ All that I have done—and much has been left undone— 
has been motivated by my desire to be more a pastor than an administrator. To that 
end, I have tried to spend as much time as I possibly could away from the office 


. and out among the Beare and people of Synod. In the first eight months my work 


has taken me on 177 visits into 112 different congregations in various ways, either 
preaching, meeting with councils, speaking to various groups or in personal visits 
with pastors and their wives. Because | have given particular emphasis to the pastoral 
part of my work, the executive aspect of it has suffered. It will be my purpose invmy 


_ second year in office to find and ene the proper balance between these two aspects 


of the position. 

The reporting. of membership and stewardship statistics I shall leave to other mem- 
bers of the staff and appropriate committees. I am pleased with the results of the all-out 
effort on the part of our congregations to do at least our minimum part toward 
Lutheran World Action. I am pleased that we were able to pay our ‘‘dues’’ to the 
church-at-large by borrowing from another fund. I am pleased that most of our people 
and congregations have been faithful in keeping up their commitments to the Lutheran 
Education Advance Fund. Almost one-third of the total pledged has been paid in to 


date. However, it is apparent that our offerings to the general benevolent work of 


our Synod and U.L.C.A. have suffered because of this and other special appeals. I am 
pleased that our baptized membership has passed 150,000; that our confirmed mem- 
bership is close to 100,000; that our communing membership is over 80,000; but 
statistics will show that our growth in 1959 was slightly less than in 1958. I am 
pleased with every evidence of spiritual growth in the life of our congregations and 


pastors. But I shall never be satisfied, nor can any of us afford to be satisfied, with 


any attainments in our Synod which fall short of St. Paul’s blueprint for the Church, 
namely, ‘Until we all attain to the unity of the faith and of the knowledge of the Son 
of iy to mature manhood, to the measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ."’ 


(Eph. 4:13.)

We are grate- 
ful that he brings us a witness not only concerning foreign missions but also concerning 
the total work of our Church.

Others have overlooked 
the matter. I must lay it upon the heart of every church council to ask itself whether 
it is giving adequate support to its as not only in pay checks but also in prayer, 
service and cooperation.

The president of Synod, the president of the Northwestern 
Seminary and the president of the Seminary Board represented the Northwestern Lu- 
theran Theological Seminary at a special meeting in Chicago, Illinois, on January 20, 
1960, convened by the J.C.L.U. sub-committee on seminaries. Sixty persons were 
present from the J.C.L.U., the merging bodies and the thirteen seminaries of the merging 
churches, to discuss the principles to be employed in synod-alignment for seminary 


‘support as well as the proposed regional plan of seminaries in the projected merger. 


Report of the actions of the May 12th, 1960, meeting of the Seminary Board will 
be presented in mimeographed form and circulated to the delegates to th: forthcoming 
seventieth annual convention of the Synod of the Northwest.

"REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT AND FACULTY 
OF NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


In the providence of God, Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary began its 
life in the fall of 1920. At the time that this report is received by the Synod, the 


_ school will have graduated its 39th class sending forth exactly 470 students into the 


ministry of the Gospel. For this we give praise to God and thanksgiving that He has 
so richly provided for the school that it might serve the Church in preparing men to 


- lead her congregations. We give thanks to the Synod for establishing under God this 


school and through the years comsiatently, loyally, and generously providing for it and 


~ for all its needs. 


A number of the graduates of its very first class graduating in the spring of 1921 


_are still in the active service of the Church. Graduates of the Seminary have served or 


2. serving in every Synod of the United Lutheran Church, in every Lutheran general 
body in America, and in every foreign mission field. The parish pastorate, church 


administration, school administration and teaching, social missions, home missions, — 


foreign missions and the various chaplaincies have all been areas of activity filled by 
our graduates. 

The influence of this Seminary upon the life of the Church is incalculable. Where 
at one time the Church looked with misgiving and even disfavor upon the Seminary, 
it sta..us today as one of her most significant institutions. Her professors and presidents 
have served on numerous official boards and agencies of the Church and are recognized 

representatives of a part of the United Lutheran Church's significant theological wit- 


pens, The Synod is acknowledged and acclaimed today for its vision in the establish-— 


ment of Northwestern Seminary. 
_ During the year we had 82 students enrolled from 27 colleges and universities and 


three seminaries. There were 28 seniors, 27 middlers, and 27 juniors. Of the total 


enrollment 39 came from congregations of the Synod of the Northwest and 20 from

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSIONARY- 
HOME MISSION DIRECTOR 


The Synodical Board of Home Missions makes a full report of the ees Mission 
activities of the Synod to the convention. This report covers the activities of the 
Synodical Missionary - Home Mission Director. 


The activities assigned to the Synodical Missionary - Home Mission Director, dur- — 
ing the past synodical year, by the Synodical Executive Committee as the Home Mis- 
sion Board of the Synod include the following: | 


Scouting for and Spotting Prospective Home Mission Fields. 
Clearing Prospective Fields through the Regional Committees. 
Surveying and Canvassing Fields. 

Overseeing the Organization of New Congregations. 

The Selection of Church Building Sites. 

Property Financii ing and Church Extension. 


Scouting for and Spotting Prospective Home Mission Fields: 


As long as the population continues to increase and communities to expand, there 
will be need for expanding the work of the Church and the need for Home Mission 
work and the establishment of new congregations. The Church must be alert to all 
possibilities for expansion. During the past synodical year your Home Mission Direc- 
tor has tried to be alert to all such possibilities on the whole territory of the Synod of 
the Northwest. With the Synod of the Northwest serving a territory that has strong 
concentrations of the various Lutheran bodies, and with all Lutheran bodies being 
equally alert to their home Mission possibilities, it is becoming increasingly difficult to 
locate areas where new congregations may be established. In times past the develop- 
ment on the growing edge of the larger cities and metropolitan areas has been the most 
fruitful field for our Home Mission endeavors, but with all other Lutheran bodies 
being equally alert much of the area about the larger centers of population is now 
within reach of some Lutheran Church or through the National Lutheran Council 
Regional Home Mission Committees, has been assigned for future development to one 
of the Lutheran bodies. Unless there is far greater expansion on our synodical terri- 
tory than seems possible at this writing, fewer areas ready for the establishment of 
new congregations will be af sees in the next decade than were emg in the decade 
immediately past. 

While opportunities are not as hiiidnnt as Pas were in the years immediately past, 
we continue to scout for and spot some new fields. As fields are spotted where it appears 
the establishment of a new congregation of the Synod of the Northwest may be in 
order, the local National Lutheran Council Regional Home Mission Committee is re- 
quested to assign the field to the Synod of the Northwest. | | 


Clearing Prospective Fields through the Regional Committees: 
Clearing desired Home Mission fields through the various National Lutheran Coun- 


-- ¢il Regional Home Mission Committees on our territory continues to be an important 


endeavor of your Home Mission Director. In this endeavor he has continued to work 
in cooperation with the representatives of the United Lutheran Church in America on 
the Regional Committees in Wisconsin, Minnesota, North and South Dakota, and © 
Montana. He continues to serve as one of the United Lutheran Church in America 
. representatives on the Madison (Wisconsin and Upper Michigan) Regional Committee. 

Considering fields assigned to the Synod of the Northwest occupied during the past 
year, fields requested by us, fields denied us, or fields surrendered by us, at this writing 
the status of fields standing as assigned to the Synod of the Northwest or requestes by 
the Synod through the Regional Comniittees is as follows: 

IN WISCONSIN we have eight fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and five 
for anticipated occupancy. At this writing we have requests standing before the Madi- 
son Regional Committee for five more fields for regular occupancy. 
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IN MINNESOTA we have four fields allocated to us for sigiales occupancy and 
four for anticipated occupancy, At this writing we have a request standing before the 
‘ Minnesota Regional Committee for one more field for anticipated. occupancy. 

IN NORTH DAKOTA we have only one field assigned to us and the possibility of 
requesting more fields in this state. seems very remote. 

IN SOUTH DAKOTA we still have two fields assigned to us for regular occupancy 
and one as an anticipated assignment. The possibility of requesting more fields in South 
Dakota seems very remote. Even the entering of fields assigned appears to be a very 
remote possibility, 

IN MONTANA we have one field allocated to us for regular occupancy and four 
for anticipated occupancy. Here, too, the possibility of requesting more assignments 
seems very remote. | | 


Surveying and Canvassing Fields: 


Before a mission developer can be called to develop a congregation on any given 
field, the field must be approved by the Division of Survey and Research of the Board 
of American Missions. In years past it has been the usual practice of the Board of 


American Missions not to approve a field for occupancy until a complete house-to-~ — 


_ house canvass of the area has been made and the findings of the canvass.judged as show- 
ing the field worthy of occupancy. Recently the Board has instituted a new practice 
whereby prospective fields appearing to give unusual promise for the development of 
a congregation may be approved for ‘Survey and Service.’’ With the approval of a 
field for Survey and Service a mission developer may be called to the field before a 
house-to-house survey and canvass is made. Such action can be taken only after the 
proposed field has been seen by the Secretary of Survey and Research, judged as pre- 
senting unusual possibilities, and is recommended by him and so approved by the 


Board. 
While the new practice as noted above is now in order for fields appearing to present 


9 


unusual promise, it is still the normal practice of the Board to canvass most fields — 


before they are approved for occupancy. The Synod, through the office of the Home 
Mission Director, requested the Division of Survey and Research to canvass fields on 
our synodical territory during the summer of 1959. 
During the summer months of June, July and August, 1959, Mr. anil Mrs, Ray 
- Holmquist, in the employ of the Division of Survey and Research, canvassed fields on 
our synodical territory. Mr. Holmquist is a student at Northwestern Seminary. An- 
other seminary student, Mr. Ronald Lavin, was also employed by the Division of Sur- 
vey and Research for part time summer canvassing work. 
_ Mr. and Mrs. Holmquist canvassed prospective fields in New Canada Township; 
St. Paul, Minnesota; in Port Washington and Milton-Milton Junction, Wisconsin, 
and in Sioux Falls, Huron and Hot Springs, South Dakota. They also canvassed the 


fields of established missions of St. James, Savage, and St. Paul's, Minnetonka, Minne- | 


sota. Mr. Lavin canvassed the fields of two established missions, Mounds View, St. 
Paul, and Holy Nativity, Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

We are again requesting the canvassing of more prospective fields on our territory 

in the summer of 1960. It is expected that this canvassing will be done by seminary 


students in the employ of the Division of Survey and Research of the Board of Ameri- 


can Missions.

At the time of the 1959 synodical convention the development of new congrega: 


tions was underway in the Tuckaway, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, field, the Granville, 


Milwaukee, Wisconsin, field and in the Golden Hill, Rochester, Minnesota, field. 

- Pastor Raymond W. Groth, as a synodical mission developer, was in charge of the 
development of the congregation at Tuckaway, Milwaukee, and brought about the 
formal organization of Adoration Evangelical Lutheran Church on September 27, 
1959. Pastor Groth has since been called as the pastor of the congregation. 

Pastor John Schumell has been the mission developer under call of the Board of 
American Missions in charge of the development of the congregation on the Granville, 
Milwaukee, field. At this writing it appears that a congregation will be organized on 
this field by the time of the 1960 convention of Synod, for which this report is being 
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Early in September, 1959, Pastor Ronald Moen resigned as mission developer 
for the Board of American Missions and left the Golden Hill, Rochester, Minnesota, 
field without a pastor until Pastor Richard Flaa, called as a mission developer by the 
Board of American Missions, assumed charge of the work on October 15, 1959 At 
this writing the formal organization of Good Shepherd congregation is scheduled for 
Palm Sunday, April 10, 1960. | 

All new congregations, organized since the 1959 convention of Synod, will be 
applying for membership in the Synod of the Northwest at the 1960 convention. 

Since the 1959 convention of Synod, Pastor John H. Simonds has been called as a 
mission developer by the Board of American Missions and began the development of 
a mew congregation on the McCarrons Lake, St. Paul, Minnesota, field on February 1, 
1960. It is expected that by the time of the 1960 Synodical Convention, for which 
this report is being prepared, another mission developer will have been called by the 
Board of American Missions to develop a congregation on the northeast side of Osh- 
kosh, Wisconsin. Undoubtedly, congregations will be organized on both these fields 
before the 1961 convention of Synod. 

With more fields on our synodical territory approved for occupancy and more pros- 
pective fields to be canvassed in the summer of 1960, more congregations should soon 


be under development. 


The Selection of Church Building Sites: 


According to the regulations of the Board of American Missions, all properties 
selected for future church building sites by or for mission congregations must be ap- 
proved by the Synodical Executive ‘Committee and the Division of Survey and Re- 
search of the Board.

7. There shall be an office manager of “The Word in Season” who shall be 
named by and whose duties shall be assigned by and who shall be responsible to the 
Stewardship and Evangelism Committee through the editor-business manager. His 
salary shall be determined by the Synodical Executive Committee after consult tion 
with the Synodical Stewardship and Evangelism Committee. 


8. The office manager of ““The Word in Season” shall be responsible for promo- 
tional activities, the handling of all receipts and disbursements, bookkeeping, mailing, 
employment = ie -time mailing assistants, and, with the approval of the editor- 
business the employment of a full-time secretary. No full-time staff positions 
shall be ents elie upon recommendation of the Stewardship and Evangelism Com- 
_ mittee and by the action of the Executive Committee. Authority for signing checks 
shall be given to the office manager and editor-business manager. In the normal course 
of business the office manager shall sign the checks for the full operation of ‘“The Word 
in Season.’’ Both the office manager and editor- business manager shall be bonded in 
the amount of $5,000. Premiums to be paid by ‘The Word in Season.” 


9, The office manager of ‘“The Word in Season” shall be responsible for the con- 
duct of his office to the editor-business manager. | 


10. For business and banking purposes the office managet shall be deemed an 
assistant to the treasurer of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest. 


11. Bank accounts for ‘“The Word in Season’’ shall be maintained in Minneapolis 
in the name of the in memes Synod of the Northwest, Word in Season Account.’ 
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12. The editor-business manager, and, as he directs, the office manager, shall have 
authority to pay all bills and incur obligations in the name of ‘““The Word in Season, — 
Lutheran Synod of the Northwest’’ in the normal course of business. Unusual expen- 
ditures rong be approved by the Stewardship and Evangelism Committee before they 
are incurre 


13. At the end of each fiscal year, which shall coincide with the calendar year, the 
books shall be closed and promptly audited by a certified public accountant. Report of

14. In the event a surplus is realized, the Stewardship and Evangelism Committee 
shall recommend to the Executive Committee disposition of such surplus.

Lutheran World Action 


After four years of failure to meet the minimum financial goal suggested by the 
National Lutheran Council as our fair share, we were determined that this year we 
should do 100%. In spite of the promotion at Synod and in the Synodical Bulletin 
and the Stewardship and Evangelism monthly letter we found we were again miserably 
failing in 1959. As a final effort a series of letters were sent to our churches and 
eleventh hour rallies were held throughout Synod, led by President Lundquist and 
Stewardship Secretary Gerberding. The response was excellent but not good enough. 
The actual receipts were $109,434.93. As a result we had to use other Synodical 
Funds to finally achieve giving of $117,980.40 or 100.8%. 


Our fair share for 1960 is $122,451. This means $13,006 more than we raised 
this past year. Failure to go beyond the past in our giving to L.W.A. means less done 
in a world where too little and too late is often tragically the case. 


Our Giving 


A study was made of the giving of the seven largest Synods of the U.L.C.A. In 
total benevolent giving from 1955-58 the other six Synods gained between 22% and 


32%. The Northwest Synod in that same period gained 9%. 


In General Fund Benevolence the other six Synods in that same period gained from 
25 to 66 per cent. The Northwest Synod gained 25%. 

These was a time when we were known as the ‘‘Stewardship Synod.” We surely 
can no longer claim that title. In fact, we need to seriously examine our relationship 
to our Lord. Our growth i in size and economic resources do not reflect a very pertinent 
love of God in our giving. 

During 1959 we would have failed to reach even 100% of the amount expected 
from us by the U.L.C.A. if the Synodical officers had not used other funds to make 


up for our lack of giving. ‘Grace Giving’’ implies giving our utmost, not getting by 


with the least. Ponder this: 119 of our congregations gave less than the $14.54 per 
capita needed to meet our budgeted expectancy. Only 43 congregations gave above that 
figure. About one-third of our churches have to carry the load for the other two-thirds. 
This is not as it ought to be. Where in these figures do you see any signs of recogni- 
tion that the Christian Church is at the moment losing the battle in the population 
explosion? The non-Christian world increases in size daily at a rate far in excess of the 
Christian world. If we believe Christ is the only hope of the world, we have a strange 


- way of showing it 


Our Lord gives all. He gave ‘His all. We, too, must do our utmost. 
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Synod Budget Preparation 


At the request of this committee the S ecutlins Committee of Synod instructed the 
Budget Committee, in consultation with the Stewardship and Evangelism Committee, 
to study the feasibility of preparing a proposed pees a year in ctanaiales in addition to 
the current year. 


We believe that since the Every Member Visitation of the Fall usually decides the 
amount that goes to Benevolence, our Churches need to be aware in advance of the 
needs. By Synod time when we adopt a budget for the current year, it is too late to 
do much about raising the amount needed. 


Consideration 


The Committee has ‘under consideration the publication of a ibs devotional 
guide for children to be used during the Lenten Season. 
A Spiritual Retreat has been discussed and very likely we shall have one as a pilot 


project. 


Sunday School 


A renewed emphasis can be ig in Sunday School Stewardship. This Fall we 
shall have ready another of Dr. Wetzler’s Stickman folders.

"Lutheran Education Advance Fund Committee 
Report to Synod 
May 18, 1960 


The L.E.A.F. Committee has held two meetings and submits the following statistics 

and information: 
A year ago the Chairmen of the L.E.A.F. Campaign reported to Synod that on 
May 3, 1959, the final day of the campaign, pledges totaling $1,610,133 had been 
received——_107% of the Synod’s goal of $1,500,000, and that this total had increased 
to $1,809,743 by May 19 including reports from 142 congregations. 

As of May 14 this year, the total of all pledges received amounted to $1,850,970, 
equal to 123% of the goal, of which $598, 748 or 3244 % has been paid, leaving 
$1,243,222 unpaid. The Treasurer's office commenced mailing statements to con- 
at as of July 1, 1959, so that this collection period has extended over 10 
months 

Pledges have now been received from 155 congregations and their members. No © 
payments have been received from 15 of these congregations whose pledges aggregate 


\ 


$102,766. 


Eleven pledges were cancelled totaling $2,389. 

Pledges total 18,967 including some from non-members and from several foun- 
dations. 

3,000 pledges have been paid in full. Nothing has been paid on 250 or 300. — 
Treasurer Helwig is writing a Cea letter to each of these donors, asking them 
in a nice way to fulfill their pledges. 


Proceeds distributed through May 14 amounted to $468,400 of which $148,750 _ 
was received by the Seminary and $319,645 by Carthage College. 


Campaign expenses were $112,158, which is 6.06% of bene mt Collection expenses 
to date were $15,836 which totals $127,995 for expenses to May 14, 1960. Un- 
distributed contributions amount to $13,357. 

Collection expense was budgeted at $40,000 and the shrinkage was estimated at 


$105, 000. Add to these the campaign expenses and it appears that both institutions 


should receive the full amount of their goals. 
The financial report of the Treasurer for the entire period to May 14, 1960, and 
his list of pledges and payments through oe 30, 1960, are appended to this report. 
Pastors and the L.E.A.F. lay chairmen of their congregations are urged to follow- -up 
on the record of contributions against pledges from their members or the congregation 
which are sent out regularly by Treasurer Helwig, and to encourage payments if 


delinquent. 


The committee has authorized additional publicity regarding pledges and payments 
and the progress and activities of Carthage College and Northwestern Seminary and 
this will be intensified during the remainder of this year and during 1961. 

To facilitate the activities of the committee I recommend that the committee be 
increased by five members. é 

We acknowledge with thanks the cooperative help of Dr. McCreary, Editor of the 
Synodical Bulletin, and Jack Harris, Director of Public Relations of Carthage College.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


In the interim period between the sixty-ninth and seventieth annual conventions of 
the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, the executive committee 
has held meetings on June 13, August 24, and November 30, 1959, and on February 
1, 1960. An account of the matters treated is described below. Another meeting will 
be held on May 16. Matters acted upon at that meeting will be presented in mimeo- 
graphed form to the 1960 convention. 

In addition to the usual routine matters which occupied its attention, your com- 
mittee took the following . actions: 


On June 13, 1959:

~REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH 
EDUCATION| 


The spensnitten met three times since the last convention of synod. The Fall meeting 
was held September 30. Pastor Haker was re-elected chairman; Mrs. Inghild Lind- 


berg, secretary. The 25th anniversary of Dr. Lund’s ordination was recognized at a 


dinner in his honor. The work load and office help situation were reviewed, and a 
recommendation made to synod. Upon request, the committee prepared a statement 
as to the purposes and functions of a State Church School Association. Materials to 
assist. congregations with Adult Bible classes were prepared by Pastor Wilch, and 
were sent to all pastors. Lack of Biblical knowledge was reported from some areas. 
We would alert our pastors and congregations to this situation, and urge that con- 
_ sideration be given to additional content courses during pre-confirmation years. 


The committee unanimously recommended that Dr. Lund be called to a new 
term as Parish Education secretary, effective August 1, 1960. We are happy that 
he has. received and accepted such a call. The results of his labors are manifest in all 
phases of parish education in our synod. We especially commend him for Clava, 
promotion of Sons for the Ministry, Lay Schools of Theology, Leadership Training, 
Personal Counseling, the Production of excellent materials for camps, SS and LL 
conventions, the Sower and the Call. His work load has been tremendous. He has 
represented our synod at many gatherings where programs and policies are developed. 
He has also trained and conducted the Seminary choir with great distinction. 


At the February meeting, Miss Catherine Juram of the Parish Education office, 
ULCA, outlined a proposed visitation of synod on behalf of the weekday curriculum. 


A half day was set aside during the April meeting, at which we again met with | 


Miss Juram to prepare for the visitation. The April meeting was also devoted to a 


conference with leaders of state Sunday School associations, Luther Leagues, and 


camps. These are sharing sessions where many new and original ideas are contributed. 


_ During the past year Leadership schools were promoted in Minneapolis and Mil- 
_waukee. We are also happy to know that some of our pastors have been active in 
promoting such schools in other places, such as Neenah, Beaver Dam, Beloit, Fargo, 
for example. The committee and the secretary stand ready to assist whenever possible, 
and would be pleased to hear reports of such activities. 


_ At the April meeting Miss Kay Sheriff presented an excellent statistical and graphic 
study of the growth of parish education in synod. From 1955-58 the baptized mem- 
bership grew by 14.3%: Sunday School enrollment, 10.7%; Vacation schools, 
24%; Week-day school, 26%; Number of catechumens, 4.5%. 


- Schools of Theology are again being projected for metropolitan areas. A work- 
shop on preaching is being planned in cooperation with the Seminary. 

The committee invites all pastors and congregations to make the fullest use of the 
resources which are available from the office of Dr. Lund. Please convey to us any 
constructive ideas and successful experiences you have had in any phase of the work. 
The ULCA Board of Parish Education welcomes such information. The total 
program of the church at large will be enriched to the extent that those in the field 


contribute suggestions. There is no additional information available as yet concern- — 


ing the new comprehensive program.

The year 1959 was a year of physical expansion and joyful celebration at. Pine 
Lake. On June 7, over 1,200 persons gathered at the camp with a host of pastors to 


celebrate the 30th year of vita, among Wisconsin Lutherans. The choirs from 
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St. Paul’s Church, Neenah, and Redeemer Church, Milwaukee, filled the day with 


songs of praise. Dr. Charles Puls of Madison preached the sermon. Officials from both 
the Wartburg Synod and the Synod of the Northwest were on hand to assist ‘in the 
dedication of the new buildings. 

Major physical improvements during the year Miciuded-~construction of the new 
recreational lodge of native field stone and redwood; reconstruction of old garages 
into beautiful new Canteen and Registration offices in same decor as the lodge; 
enlargement and eee mtbr of both mess hall and kitchen facilities to accommodate 
over 200 persons; cottages were relocated and partially reconstructed with new — 
porches; much of tise outdoor electrical wiring was revamped with new poles and 
heavy-duty wiring; new fire fighting equipment was placed in every building: new 
church lanterms were placed in the Chapel; the Chapel, Lodge, Canteen, Mess Hall 
were painted and all floors treated; many new chairs and tables and other equipment 
were purchased; a new incinerator was built and a new road was constructed to encircle 
the camp grounds. 

Expenditures for new buildings and major improvements totaled $52,665.00. 
Rehabilitation expenditures totaled $3,947.00. Contributions received for capital 
improvement from Churches, Sunday Schools, and other sources during 1959 were 
$10,761.00 ‘The total liability of the camp as of January 1, 1960, is $23,900.00. 
The Camp Manager reported a total of $30,968.00 received from campers. 

1,789 campers from 93 congregations attended the camp during 1959. 

New, among the regular camp schedule, was a Girls’ Retreat sponsored by the 
United Lutheran Church Women, with 115 girls present. The 1959 season included 
three Junior High weeks, three 5th and 6th Grade weeks, Women’s week, Family 
se Senior-Post High week, Church School week; ‘Wartburg week and a Men's 

etreat. 

Early in 1959, the Board sponsored an all-day workshop for the instruction of the 


Dean of each week. 


In closing, we would express our thanks to the Rev. Fred Opem and Mrs. Norma | 
Lange for their many years of fine service on our Camp Board. The Rev. Fred 


_Marks and Mrs. Dorothy Van Loo are the new replacements. 


Plans for 1960 include the erection of a permanent home for the Camp Manager 
and some minor improvement of a few buildings to meet with Industrial Commis- 
sion requests. Again, we would encourage our churches to support the Camp with 
prayers, people and contributions.

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Clarence Lund, D.D., Synodical Parish Education Secretary, discussed ‘‘Helpful Books 
for Teachers.’’ Departmental workshops were conducted by members of the various 
church schools. | | 

- The Leadership Retreat was again held at the United Lutheran Lake Camp, Chisago 
City, Minnesota, on August 22nd. The one-day workshop turned out to be a 
‘tremendous success attendance-wise, as well as subject-wise. The attendance totaled 
153. The Rev. Robert Bartels presented an excellent paper on “‘Studying the Bible’; 

Dr. David Belgum contributed much through his paper on ‘‘Teacher-Pupil Relation- 
_ship’’; and again our worthy Parish Education Secretary, Dr. Lund, talked about 
Parish Education as it is now and what may be when the merger is effected. Everyone 
had an opportunity to ‘“‘buzz’’ over problems and exchange possible solutions. Dr. 
Bass, and his corps of workers, handled an over-flow attendance in a very excellent 
manner. Due to the huge success enjoyed by this retreat, a similar one will be held 
on August 27, 1960. 

A Teachers’ Training Institute was conducted each Monday evening, October 12 to 
November 16, at the Prince of Glory Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, the Rev. John 
Kanyuch, pastor. There were 78 registrants which was a representation from only 
14 churches. The subject, ‘‘How to Study the Bible,’’ was the general theme, con- 
ducted by the Rev. Olney Eaton, Lake of the Isles Lutheran Church, Minneapolis. 
Three elective courses were offered: ‘“Ways of Teaching’’ by the Rev. William W. Wil- 
liams; Dr. David Belgum was the instructor for ‘“The Pupils We Teach’: and the 
Rev. A. O. Frank, D.D., enlightened his students on how to teach ‘“‘Luther’s Cate- 


chism.’’ Those who attended felt they had gained through a better understanding of 


their pupils, the Bible, and themselves and their responsibilities as a teacher-in the 
Church School. The poor representation from a number of the churches was a true 
loss to the educational programs of their respective Sunday Schools. Our host pastor 
served as the Chaplain for the Institute. 

Four newsletters were sent out to all the Church Giioct in the Conference ikiieithe 
out the year and a program of visitation was instituted. Four congregations requested 
such visitations. Members of the Executive Committee called on these Church Schools. 
The visitations were a success if for no other reason than to become better acquainted 
with more church school: staff members in the Conference. Plans for enlarging this 
Visitation Program have been discussed by the Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee and the Executive Board have reviewed the Church 

School’s constitution and have brought it up to date. This constitution will be sub- 
mitted for adoption at the annual convention in 1960. 
The Convention for 1960 will be held on April 30th at Salem Lutheran Church, 
Albert Lea, Minnesota, the Rev. George Dressler, pastor. If enough reservations are 
received, bus transportation will be provided from Richfield Lutheran Church, Min- 
neapolis, via chartered bus; round trip fare being $3.25. Reservations must be re- 
ceived by April 15th. The Rev. Robert Herhold, St. John’s Lutheran Church, Mound, 
is the keynote speaker this year.

~ Grateful again for the privilege of serving the Synod as Parish Education Secretary, 
we come in this annual report with some things that must be said. 

Gratitude is double-fold because of the gracious gesture of the Parish Education 
Committee and the Synodical Staff in its joining with us on the occasion of a 25th 
anniversary of ordination celebration. The general good feeling and sense of identifi- . 
cation with our common task, with which the P.E. Committee has cooperated in every 
way, made the occasion all the more festive and memorable. Acknowledgment is here 
made, too, of the attention of many other pastors of Synod, our former pastorates, 
Redeemer, Hartford, and St. John’s, Elkhorn, together with the United Lutheran Sun- 
day School Association of Wisconsin. 

Receipt and acceptance of another Call as the Synod’s Parish Education Secretary 
for the ensuing three years is also noted with renewed zest for the work at hand. 


Following are brief summaries of our work in 1959. 


|. Administration 


The P.E. Office has attempted to care for the many phases of our program per much 
correspondence in its preparation of materials, manuals and programs.

The Contributory Library of Audio-Visual Aids is under our office supervision and 
increases its service and content with every new meeting of the special C.L.A.V.A. 

112 congregations are members and make 
constant use of the library of 1,000 items: filmstrips, slides and records. Mrs. John 
Sell and Mr. Charles Anderson have been the efficient custodians of the service and the 
library itself. Dr. McCreary’s office assumes the “‘mailing’’ details of our operations. A 
C.L.A.V.A. catalogue prepared by Mrs. Sell is available and we were able to pass on 
to our churches some real helps, too, through the cooperation of the Board of P.E.,

For the State Luther Leagues we have dititgi many chitag at their special request 
and for all of them, the convention programs. The theme in 1959: ‘Christian, 
Answer Boldly,” and in 1960: “A Mighty Fortress Is Our God,” in which we hope 
the new translation of the hymn in the Service Book and Hymnal will be learned.’ Of 
special interest were the Pilot Project Luther League Camp program in North Dakota's 
Camp and the Officers’ Training Workshop in Fargo. Part or all of these projects are 
available to the other leagues. The successful experience in the North Dakota Camp 


led us io include a Luther League course with the same ‘“‘little group’’ experience and ~ 


many more counselors, in the 1960 Camp Manual. We have always been pleased at 
the success of the Luther League Workshop at Pine Lake which will be held again in 
the summer of 1960. Reading of the appended reports from our State Leagues is rec- 
ommended. The leaders in each case have been conscientious. 


Local Luther League encouragement has been high on our list as usual. In no work 


are there so many frequent changes. Pastors report their concern and frustration over 
this and other league problems. Yet in no work of the church are we as much alarmed 
over the urgency of what we say and do. Delinquency problems have focused attention 
on the home situation, but young people are here today and cannot wait for homes 
to change. We must constantly evaluate and re-evaluate what we do about, and for, 
and with, young people. The efficient and interesting Luther League organization is 
our immediate tool and method here. 

__ Luther League of America continues to assist us and our local idaqwes where possible. 
“Youth Programs’ is the new publication full of excellent program material and has 
the further advantage of being put together by all of the National Lutheran Council 
youth groups now. ‘‘Luther Life’’ has a new editor and becomes shortly a different 
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kind of magazine since program materials will be included elsewhere. Rev. Arthur 


Bauer is the new Executive Secretary and we are grateful for the choice of so proved 


and friendly a leader. Rev. David Gerberding of our Synod serves on the Executive 
Committee of L.L.A. L.L.A. received considerable attention this year because of its 
“Statement on Commercialism.’’ We highly recommend its study even though it is — 
being adopted on every hand. 

At the same time the leagues of our churches have unresolved financial problems 


_ that they should not have. Our chnsseh councils owe them some attention in this and

Vi. The Chureh Schools 


“The Quiet Revolution’ begins with Kent Gilbert of the Board of P.E. saying, 
“Strategy with the avowed aim of changing the way you teach in your church is being 
plotted in The Long Range Program of Parish Education."" The whole church is 
awaiting this gigantic program, the result of many years of planning and writing. 

In the meantime, we urge a “holding to the line’’ in matters of curriculum. No 
child or youth is served well when his teaching staff is permitted to change courses and 
become its own authority. Whatever Biblical and religious illiteracy higher education 


charges against our pupils as they enter college is best converted to intelligence by faith- 


ful use of the official materials of the church. To forsake this standard is to court 


disaster for our children and youth. 


Sunday, Weekday, Vacation and Catechetical Schools among us are all on the in- 


crease, which only multiplies our privileges and our sense of obligation. What confi- 


dence the Lord has as He chooses us to guide His most precious people through this 
life and the Other! 

“The Expansion of P.E.’’ Tour planned for 1960 will have many things to say 
about the privilege and the obligation of our leaders. Churches will be asked to see that 
six persons from each congregation attend: the pastor, two parents, two members of 
the local P.E. Committee and the Church School Superintendent. 

Our warnings on Teacher Training are frequent enough to be passed over—but 
schools will be larger, our obligation greater and we must have a constantly improving 
and enlarged teaching staff. Our problem is curriculum——maybe! But teachers, for 
sure!

Vil. Catechism | 


Pastor Paul Roth, President of the Wisconsin Costes asked us to present a 

paper on Catechetics at the fall meeting of that conference and this we did, an out- 
growth of the studies of many years and the result of discussions and questionnaires 
to which many pastors contributed. The Conference then voted to ask its printing. 
This we have not yet been able to do on account of the press of other duties. We hope 
to have it available soon. 

In the meantime, there continues to be dissatisfaction with courses and methods. 
Perhaps in no work of the pastors is there so much variety. Add to this the evidence 
that anyone of them can furnish on how difficult it is to hold confirmands to the 
church after confirmation, and it adds up to a serious situation. The Long Range 
Program will have something to say and to offer on this. In the meantime, we are 
ready to assist with suggestions and recommendations for those who ask. Attention is 
again called to the single sheet, “‘Catechetical Memorization Aids,’’ which we have 
prepared in our office. : : 


Camping 


The Sixth Camp Manual produced by our office has for its theme, “Built on a 
Rock, the Church.’” The Bible Book Course is “St. Mark’’ and a Luther League 
Course utilizes the ‘“‘small group and counselor’’ method of camping. The entire 5th 
and 6th grade camp will be on this “small group and counselor’’ method, while only 
one of the features in Junior High and Senior High will attempt this. The system 
oy worked well in other camps and we find it attractive enough to recommend it on 

an experimental basis. 

A new check list prepared by our office is among new camp helps. First use indi- 
cates Camp Boards must guard against over-attention to grounds and buildings at the 
expense of the “‘school’’ and “‘counseling’’ situations. At the same time, this “‘voice”’ 
has to sound again the warning that hordes more of children are growing up and will 
shortly be knocking on our doors. Will our teaching be better? Our methods wiser? 
Our counselors mature? The whole week profitable? The Lord better praised? And, 
of course, will we have room? If we are ready with ‘‘too little, too late,’’ we will 
bear —" that we, too, have learned -— from history that repeats itself for 
our benefit 


IX. Books and Literature 


These are the tools of our ‘‘trade’’ and necessities of our life in the education world. 
We have prepared several lists for special groups during the years, ““A Worker's 
Library”’ list for church libraries to consult as they select books. Reviewing and sug- 
gesting the most scholarly and usable books enters every phase of our work from 
babies through youth and family life and on into old age. They cover everything 
from closely related Bible materials, teaching methods, devotions for certain groups, 
biographical, missionary, and ‘‘fiction-with-a-point’’ to it. The whole P.E. Commit- 
tee and many other pastors join on this constant book hunt. ‘

X. The Board of Parish Education 


The Board is a faithful friend of our own P.E., filling us with prompt answers to 
our questions and furnishing us as they are able with attractive promotional materials. 
The Parish Education Month literature is well known amo ng us and is best acknowl- 
edged by its use. RESOURCE has replaced PARISH SCHOOL and we are unanimous 


im our approval over the policies and discussions that lift the sights of our teachers. 
This does not mean that there is unanimous agreement as to all the opinions expressed — 


by writers. (How would you ever get that in the N.W. Synod?) But there is among 
us a real appreciation for the excellent work done by the talented editor, Rev. John 
Mangum, and his associates. Dr. S. White Rhyne, veteran of all the educational wars 
for a generation, Rev. Lawrence Reese, Miss Catherine Juram, and others have been 


most helpful to our work. We are pleased to have Rev. George Gerberding of our 


Committee continue on the U.L.C.A.’s Board. 
Xl. Higher Education | 


Our contacts have made it possible for us to know many ‘here boys and girls 
in our colleges. Personal visits have been made to Carthage, Midland, St. Olaf, Augs- 


burg, Concordia (Moorhead), and the University of Minnesota. A list of names, 


many pictures and letters show the fruit of this contact. 
The Synod has long been on record as a stalwart support of Carthage College and 


the LEAF effort pressed the point in money. There remains the gathering always of 


the students who should attend. As the campus at Kenosha becomes a reality, it will 


be incumbent upon us to give that which is greater than money while giving the money 
too—our boys and girls. Money will be the easiest part of it—human lives the most 


difficult. Latest figures show 82 of our youth attending Carthage in Illinois, with 


Trinity, Appleton, and Richfield, Minneapolis, sending a record of seven each.

The “CALL” is mailed to more than 3,500 youth, “an decsieadt letter to the 
youth of the church.”

- The “SOWER”’ is mailed to superintendents of Sunday Church Schools in sufficient 
quantity that distribution may be made by him to all teachers, officers, leaders and 
church councilmen.

in these brief pages. 6,000 copies are mailed. 


XIV. Evaluation 
In several cases ‘‘evaluation’’ was requested by schools and we followed the Board's 


procedure. The requests have followed other lines, too, such as are needed when a 


Parish Education Building is being planned, and when a church receives ‘‘Organ Speci- 


fications’ for the new organ. 
Attention is called to the breath-taking success of Merton Strommen of the Lutheran 


Free Church in his Youth Research Project. Findings have been reported in the daily 


papers. ‘After we have felt the jolt we may want to go on with the reading and learn: 


what youth is thinking, or not thinking. There is ammunition there for some 


improvements. 
Our Camp Check List is our own addition to evaluation this year. 


XV. Missions 


Missions advance in our country and in the ‘‘far away places.” We have regularly 
included Missions courses in our Vacation Scholes ond our Camps. Teachers will find

XVI. Field Work 


We move in and out of as many churches as we can each year and the variety of 
our presentations is as wide as the subject itself. Pastors and laymen have been most 
appreciative. Our calendar fills rapidly and we have regretted the times when we have 
had to say ‘‘no.”’ Understanding people have set, in these cases, later dates. 


Worship 


We are all delighted with the appointment in Svitit of a Worship Committee. So 
far, we continue to get as many inquiries and requests as ever. The new Service Book 
and Hymnal is winning friends in spite of unhappiness over the many alternatives that 
make for an un-uniform service in our churches. And so far no one is very adven- 
turous in selecting the new hymns! We trust this will come. How can anyone deny 
the sufficient intelligence that was in our fathers who started with nothing and learned 
We owe it to our people and ourselves to adventure and explore the 
treasures of our church’s art, music and poetry and to worship through them all. 
Choirs would profit from ample subscriptions to the new “Church Music Journal’ of 
the U.L.P.H. and from membership in the Hymn Society of America. We have set up 
Music Festival and Hymn Festival programs, and have assisted in explanation and 


teaching of the new liturgy in 12 churches, and given advice to many more. We recom- 


mend the increasing use of our new Worship Committee, 


Leadership Training 


More churches than ever are using Leadership Training Courses for lay workers and 
teachers. This was one of the results we hoped for when we planned Parish Education 
Year. In addition to this, area workshops have been set up by concerned pastors in at 
least five localities. Schools were conducted in Milwaukee and Minneapolis last fall.

Dr. Theodore Rees presented the 
REPORT OF CARTHAGE COLLEGE 


A college is concerned with many affairs: finances, enrollment, academic procedures, 


building maintenance, public relations, etc. But while these things demand time and 
attention, the Carthage College Board, administration, and faculty are aware that 
our primary task is not in these fields. It is rather in the twofold task of producing 
scholarly, creative thinking, and developing the spiritual, moral ~ character ideals of 
our students. To that task all of us are committed. 

School opened in September, 1959, with a sizeable suadinlienit increase which filled 
our residences to capacity. While the average increase for all colleges in the nation 
was 4.4%, for Carthage it was 5.9%, when exactly 500 students matriculated. More 
important than numbers was the quality of this year’s freshman class. Showing great 


talent in music, drama, and the like, the frosh also established an excellent academic 
rating in testing during Freshman Orientation Week. To compare their achievement: 
with freshmen at other schools, figures were secured from the Educational Testing 
Service which revealed that Carthage College freshmen had made scores well above the 


average of freshmen throughout the nation in all three areas of testing: Social Science, 
Natural Science and Humanities. 

The last fiscal year of the College ended with a deficit of $25,000 in the current 
fund, plus $16,000 in necessary campus improvements. There were other unexpected 


expenses which were met by economies practiced all down the line. In large part the 
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deficit was due to the fact that benevolence from the four supporting synods fell 
almost $30,000 below the amount anticipated. This was probably a result of the 
double apportionment year. Meeting the full apportionment this year will be a big 
help and would make up this gap between income and expense. However, the need 
to raise teachers’ salaries constantly and the steady increase of all operational costs 


due to inflation makes it ‘mecessary for the College to ask for increased aid from the — 


Church. 
After lengthy study by the faculty Carthage College launched a course in omnia 


education this year, in the field of social science. To date the results seem to be excel- 


lent and this particular course appears to have broadened widely the reading by our 
freshmen in the whole area of social science. At the same time it has stimulated them 
to creative thinking and to the application of the information which their reading 
has brought to them. By this, and other means, Carthage College continues its 
academic advancement 


School spirit has been very high this academic year. Banning of all hazing and 
initiation of freshmen has contributed to the high morale among students. Debate 
has been revived on an intercollegiate basis, with our students meeting several other 


colleges in competition and entering two large speech festivals. 


Plans are proceeding apace for the Kenosha, second-campus of Carthage- College. 


At the writing of this report in early February, approximately $559,000 in cash 


is now on hand from the pledges made by Synods and the City of Kenosha toward 
this large program. Architectural plans are now in the final, or working- drawing. 
stage with the start of construction planned for this current year, 1960. 


Carthage appreciates the support given it by the’ Northwest Synod. The fine _ 


students you send the College, the loyal support given by officers of Synod and its 
members on the Board of Trustees, and your gifts are all prized by your Church | 
College. We wish to serve the Church and its youth in the best way possible. To that

The work of this committee is two-fold: to arouse the interest of all our patel in 


Church Vocations, and to give aid and encouragement to those in the process of pre- 
paring for full-time church service. We have worked to accomplish both of these 


purposes. We wish to thank our Executive Secretary, Dr. Clarence Lund, for all his — 


work with our committee and for his valuable guidance. 


Our committee was charged, at the last convention of Synod, with the responsibility ” 
of studying procedures for the certification of prospective ministerial students and 
teporting thereon to this convention. That study is not complete at the time of this 
Writing, but the report will be made on the floor of the convention. 


The Seminary Choir, under the able direction of Dr. Lund, has completed another 
successful tour. We gratefully acknowledge the effective witness for Church Vocations 
made by its members and the group as a whole. 

Our committee sponsored one ‘‘Sons for the Ministry Retreat’’ being the year, in 
North Dakota. Both Dr. Lund and Dr. McCreary of the Synod staff attended that 
retreat. We will sponsor two this year; one each in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
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This committee held one of its meetings on the campus of Carthage College again 
this year. This personal and direct contact with college level pre-seminary students ig 


extremely helpful to our committee. The reactions we observe in the students in- 


volved leads us to believe that it is useful for them, too. In addition to this personal 
contact, the committee sent, at Christmas, two books to each college student preparing 
for the ministry. These gifts were made possible by the help of many men, led by 
Mr. L. Albert Dehnel, and we are very grateful to them for this help. | 

During the year we have granted financial aid to 37 students, for a total of 


$9,650.00. The individual amounts granted range from $100 to $400, depending 


on the individual needs of the particular student involved. Mr. Walter Helwig has

Supplemental Report of the Committee 
on Church Vocations | pote 
Report on Certification 


In its 69th Convention in 1959 the Synod adopted the following resolution: 
‘‘Resolved, that the Committee on Church Vocations be instructed to study pro- 
cedures for certification of prospective ministerial students and that report thereon 
be made at the next regular convention of Synod.”’ 

In response to this directive the Committee on Church Vocations has completed the 
study and recommends the adoption of the following rules and procedures for the cer- 
tification of ministerial students: 

A. Certification means acknowledgement on the part of the Church Vocations Com- 
mittee of Synod that a student has registered his intentions of preparing for 
the ministry, and that the Committee, having reviewed his qualifications, is pre- 
peer to commend him as a ministerial student to his college or seminary. 

. Certification shall begin at the college level. 

Every student in a parish of this Synod who feels called to prepare for the 

Gospel Ministry, after consultation with his Pastor, shall inform the Com- 

mittee on Church Vocations of his decision. 

D. Any young man who desires to be certified as a student for the ministry in this 
Synod shall make application through the following forms provided by the 

_l. Referral notice to Committee by Pastor. 
| >. Application for Approval As a Ministerial Student. | 
3. References from the following other persons: Pastors, teachers of the school 
in which the student is currently studying, and one lay person active in the 
church (not a relative of the applicant). 

E. Upon request from the Committee on Church Vocations, the applicantsshall ap- 
pear before the committee or a member of the committee for a personal inter- — 
view. 

F. When an applicant shall have been approved by the Committee he shall be 
given a certificate of commendation as a student for the ministry and a copy 
shall be forwarded to: 

1. The college or seminary in which the student is currently enrolled. 
2. The seminary in which the student may be currently pre-enrolled. 

G. Every certified ministerial student shall file each year with the Committee an 
application for Renewal of approval as a Ministerial Student. His continuing 
as a commended student is contingent upo 
1. The maintaining of a satisfactory schabiniette average, as - evidenced by the 

transcript of grades which he shall request his school to send to the Com- 
mittee at the close of each academic year. 
2. Evidence given the Committee as to the record of the student for diligence, 
devotion, Christian character and conduct, and such other qualities as are 
aa desirable and necessary for pastoral service in the Lutheran Church. 

H. A file shall be maintained at the Synodical office on each candidate applying for 
certification, and it shall be accessible to the Church Vocations Committee, the 
Seminary and the Examining Committee of Synod. 

I. The Chairman of the Church Vocations Committee, or his appointee, shal! be 
invited to sit with the Examining Committee, when it interviews men for 
possible ordination, for the purpose of counsel. :

HOSPITALIZATION INSURANCE 


The committee was appointed by the executive committee on November 30, 1959, 
at the request of the Wisconsin Conference with the following members:

and with the following instructions: 


‘“‘Resolved, that the Wisconsin Conference the Executive of 
the Northwest Synod to consider the appointment of a committee to study the possi- 
bility of establishing a synod-wide group hospitalization insurance plan for the pas- 
tors of synod and full-time employees of congregations and synod, and to submit such 
a ples to the 1960 convention of Synod. 

“And further that such study committee explore the possibility of broadening such a 
group hospitalization insurance plan so as to include pastors and full-time lay workers | 
of the Wartburg, Augustana, Suomi and A.E.L.C. churches on territory of our synod.” 

The committee met in part on January 4, 1960, and in full on March 1, 1960, 
and studied the resolutions submitted by the Wisconsin Conference and made a re- 
search of the Wisconsin Conference plan and investigated the situations in the other 
conferences. 

The committee feels that since the Wisconsin Conference is the daibii one which he 
an existing plan and also that the plan has been very satisfactory as far as coverage 
and premium, and a copy of this plan and premium is as. follows:

The Gospel of Jesus Christ is the only hope of the world, and it is more urgent than 
ever that it be proclaimed. The Church should renew and rededicate itself to the first and 
last purpose of its reason for its existence . . . namely of proclaiming the saving Gospel 
for the salvation of precious blood-bought souls. 

The Synodical Foreign Mission Committee has sought to alert the Church to this 
great need and urgency by letters, concerning the “‘Epiphany Appeal,”’ support of a 
missionary, articles in the Synodical Bulletin, and also asking the Executive Committee 
of Synod to emphasize foreign missions at the meeting of Synod 1960.

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Pastor presented the 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEEXON WORSHIP 


This is the first Synodical report of the newly authorized and appointed Committee 


on Worship. It is neither a compendium of all knowledge, nor yet a token report. 
Its brevity forces the interested to delve deeper, starting perhaps with Koenker's 


“Worship in Word and Sacrament.” The Committee needs more study, more data, 
more realization of areas of need, before setting up outlined goals for our own Synod. 


Expect the usual questionnaire as study progresses. 


Such a Committee must offer help, not declare for domination. If we can offer a 
coordinating factor based upon background knowledge, or based upon where you 
can find such knowledge; we have started well. We could hope to stimulate study of 
worship and all. related areas such as the choral, HEBsee, organs and organ. music, 


_ perhaps even in architecture. 


Your Committee, then, cannot be an autocratic group of extremists (either nk. 
but allied with those who, in the words of Evelyn Underhill in her book entitled Wor- 
ship, promote worship as “‘the response of the creature to the Eternal.’’ When this 
springs from and is centered in The Word, we are then assisting not only the individual, 
but the corporate Body of Christ, in true spiritual worship. 


Let the first concern be with the spirit of worship not the mechanics. Look for, 


emphasize, the integrity of worship. 


Your committee not only recommends but Ha Sat all possible assistance to have 
every congregation use the Service Book Hymnal. We fully recognize the attendant 
problems, whether based upon so-called pha or on sentiment, as it is proposed 
and used. 


We also urge you to dare to try the “‘new’’ (i.e., new to the individual me) on 


the congregational level, from the S.B.H. Ask yourself, ‘“What new dca has my — 


congregation tried or learned in the last 12 months?’’ 


Look for presentation on Worship at the Fall Conferences. Think ahead to Ps 
U.L.C.A.’s (Dep’t of Worship) suggested choral and worship workshops sometime 
in 1961, so covering Synodical areas that practically entire congregations can attend 


with benefit. 


Meantime, basically, we like the common-sense words of our President of Synod— 
(1) Don’t butcher the Service; (2) Don’t “‘play church.” 


In assuming the duties of the former Liturgical Committee, we have helped in 
coordinated planning of that part of Synod dealing with worship. A special note of 
appreciation goes to Dr. R. H. Gerberding foz a correlated series of devotional medita- 
tions throughout the sessions.

Nationally: The Division of College and University Work (DCUW) reported 
at the auanual National Lutheran Council meeting that more than 90 per cent 
of the estimated 120,000 Lutheran students attending colleges and universities 
are enrolled in non-Lutheran institutions. In the light of this fact, the NLC 
granted the DCUW its request for an increase of $100,000 or 26 per cent for 
its 1962 budget. A major share of this increase will be for enlarged field 
services (546 Lutheran campus workers now serve more than 700 institutions 
of higher learning). | 


Regionally: The Rev. Donald Hetzler, present Campus Pastor at the State 
University of Iowa, has accepted election as Central Regional Secretary to suc- 
ceed Dr. Paul E. Bierstedt, who retires in June after 14 years of service in 
that office. It is hoped that the 1962 budget increase will permit calling three 
more field secretaries and decreasing considerably the area that each will have | 
to serve. 


In States on Synod’s Territory: 

Minnesota: Under construction this summer will be a new Student Center 
with chapel on the Minneapolis campus of the University. The International 
Student Program is now in contact with 250 of the 1,000 international 
students on the Twin City campuses. Projected are: a full-time chaplaincy 
to the University Medical Center; the expansion of non-credit course program 


into a Divinity School offering courses for credit; a series of institutes, work- 


shops, etc., in an effort to promote lay theological education. 

Wisconsin: ‘The election and acceptance of the Rev. Carl Mau, Jr., as Campus 
Pastor and Acting Executive Director of the Foundation (replacing Pastor 
Glenn Bragstad) as of the middle of June; the coming of Counselor Ruth 
Oeste and Foundation Secretary Mary Ann Sornson bring the Madison campus 
staff back to full strength. Expansion of non-credit course offerings in Mil- 
waukee (Pastor Roger Burchett) and Menomonie; offering of non-credit 
courses on an ecumenical basis in Eau Claire and (projected) Madison; inves- 
tigation of possible credit courses in Eau Claire; increased faculty participation 
at Madison are some major developments. New work with full-time staff 
in Oshkosh and La Crosse is projected for this fall. Problems of relocation, 
strengthened ties with Luther Memorial, and ‘‘open’’ conversations concerning an 
ecumenical facility mear L-M are also being explored at Madison. | 
North Dakota: Two new pastors (Herbert Neve, Grand Forks; Linwood 
Fredericksen, Minot) one resignation (Arne Kvaalen, Fargo) and the move- 
ment of Foundation Director John Schultz to Fargo are major staff changes. 
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Preaching ministries are increasingly effective in Grand Forks and Fargo, Em- 
phasis is being put on expanding credit course offerings, now in effect on five 
campuses, hopefully to be expanded to all ten campuses. Gathering of small 

_ groups of students for special study and movement into ministry to married stu- 
dents are projected major developments. ULCA seen as very healthy leaven and 
goad to majority bodies in state, in regard to financial support. Synod Con- 
vention in Grand Forks will provide opportunity for first hand observation of 
work in this state. 

South Dakota and M ontana: In South Dakota the divsetton of expansion is 
also in the area of the teaching of non-credit courses. Credit courses cannot 
be offered except through established departments in the schools. Counselling, 
programming, small group study, and calling are main avenues of ministry with 
preaching playing a relatively minor role in contrast to the situation in North 
Dakota. In Montana a full-time pastor (the Rev. Alvin D. Mattson, Jr.) has 
succeeded Counselor Janet Holling at Montana State University at Missoula. 
Another full-time pastor to work at Montana State College at Bozeman begin- 
ning this summer ore was voted by the Foundation Board. —

MERGER DISCUSSION 


At the last convention of Synod, the Executive Committee was authorized to 


appoint a committee ‘“‘to meet with similar committees of the other three negotiating 


Lutheran bodies in the several areas of the Synod of the Northwest to discuss informally 


- merger problems of mutual concern.’ 


On June 13, 1959, the Executive Committee appointed such a committee con- 


sisting of the presidents of the three conferences—Pastors Paul L. Roth, George H. 
_ Gerberding and Lloyd W. Zaudtke—the Rev. D. H. Shelhart, D.D., the Rev. C. H. 


Zeidler, Litt.D., and your president as chairman. This committee was designated as a 
core committee to be augmented by other members in each conference or state.

as well as other matters of mutual concern. From this joint group, a special committee 


was appointed to study the two social service agencies in Minnesota and other institu- 
tions of social ministry with a report to be made to a subsequent meeting. The second 
meeting of this joint group, scheduled for March 25, 1960, has been postponed until 
such study is completed. It has now been rescheduled for June 22, 1960.

REPORT COMMITTEE COOPERATION WITH 


Your committee met last fall with the Rev. George H. Berkheimer, D.D,, Executive 
Secretary of the U.L.C.A. Board of Pensions, to study the pension status "Northwest 
Synod pastors. Efforts have been made throughout the past year to inform those who 
were not participating in the Family Protection Plan and the Contributory Pension 
Plan of the benefits of participation. Some results from these efforts have been noted. 
Most pastors of our Synod—all but relatively few—are participants in both plans. 

Contributions to the Contributory Pension Plan and the Lay Pension Plan for the 

year oe hg airmen to $2,237, O08. The assets of these plans now total in excess of 
$17,700 | 


During 1959, 213 new netibens joined the Contributory Pension Plan. The active 
membership totals 3,497. Also during 1959, 281 members joined the Family Protec- 
tion Plan, which now has an active —- of 3,117. There are 263 active mem- 
bers in the Lay Pension Plan. — 


The Family Protection Plan is now in its tenth year of operation. To date, bene- 
fits totaling $239,500 have been paid to the beneficiaries of 97 members. 


The year 1959 witnessed the retirement of 44 ministers from active service at an 
average age of 68 years, 10 months, and 4 days. 


As of January 1, 1960, the third phase of the revised pension program as adopted 
by the 1956 U.L.C.A. Convention went into effect when 294 retired ministers had 
their pension increased from $1,300 to $1,400 a year, and 622 widows of ministers’ 
had their pension increased from $650 to $700 a year. Those affected by this increase 
include those ministers who were retired as of June 30, 1956, and eligible to receive 
the full minimum pension; and the widows of ministers in the same group. (For 
further reference see page 1106 of the Minutes of the 1956 U.L.C.A. Convention.)

Statistics are never an adequate measure of fruitfulness or failure in ian life of the 
church. However, they cannot be ignored completely—but they frequently are. They 


are not tools of evil unless they become ends in themselves. They can be tools of 


good if used as indicators of trends, strengths and weaknesses. | could fill this whole 

report with statistics but mention only a few. 

Our baptized membership percentage of growth, a 17%, was the lowest if 
the past 10 years. 
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Our confirmed pare percentage of wenger, 2.47%, was the Ipwest in the 
past 10 years. 


- Our communing membership percentage of growth, 3. 09%, is the third lowest 
(1958—3.03%, 1957—-2.99%) in the past 10 years. 


Our General Benevolence of increase, 1.56%, is the since 
middle 1930's. 


Our Total Benevolence percentage of increase, 15.51 Jo, even with LEAF ue the 
programs for the aged, is only the fourth highest in the past 10 years. 


Our General Benevolence per capita percent of decrease, —1.54%, is the only 
decrease back to the early 1930's ($12.95 in 1958—$12.76 in 1959). 


Our Total Benevolence per capita percent of increase, 12.09%, even with LEAF ' 
and the programs for the aged is 10.07 % less than the Total secre pws: per 
capita percent of increase for 1958, 22.16%. 


Last year for the second straight year we failed to make our - expectancy. We 
transmitted our full ‘‘fair share” to the U.L.C.A. only by the decision of the — 
executive committee. 


There is nothing to be gained in trying to explain these trends and weaknesses, or 
in making excuses. 


What must we do to snenciein our efforts in Stewardship and Evangelism? 


The foundation of any program of the church muét be consecration, dedication and 
commitment to Christ and His Church by pastors and lay-leadership. A constant wit- 
ness. to this ‘‘Love of Christ’’ must undergird our every decision and action. From 
pulpit and pew this must be our witness. 

Education of all the members of our congregations and dissemination of information 
to them by every media at our command is esoratial for the understanding of God's 
purposes through His Church. 

In the field of Stewardship there needs to ine full confidence in the Synod’s and 
U.L.C.A.’s administration of the funds entrusted to them. It is strange and disap- 
pointing how many erroneous and false ideas exist as to the Synod’s and the U.L.C.A.’s 
financial operations. It should be remembered that both administrations are but the 
agents of the congregations. They have no treasury in the sense that money is kept or 
saved. As fast as the funds come in, which should be monthly, they are distributed to 


definitely designated objects as determined by the budgets annually adopted. When the 


U.L.C.A. fails, it is because the synods fail—when the Synod fails, it is because the 
congregations fail. 


In the field of Evangelism there needs to be greater cae in the use of lay- 
evangelists. 


God will yield us the increase. The cold hand of the Lord is not upon us. Let us 
go forth in His Name to do His business. Let our pulpits and council meetings ring 
with God’s Love—our people will respond. 


I thank God that He has sustained and upheld me during my first year of service as 
Stewardship and Evangelism Secretary as He sustains and upholds all who serve in His 
Church. I thank the many congregations, pastors and people of our synod for their 
invitations, gracious reception and hospitality. As I pray for God's guidance and 


direction for all congregations and pastors, I ask your prayers on my behalf.

O Heavenly Father, we thank thee for all those who, even at this 
time of strife and loss, are seeking a more excellent way for the 
nations of the world, whereby justice and order may be established 
and the differences of peoples be resolved in equity. We pray thee 
to set their purpose on sure foundations and to prosper their 
labors, that thy will may be done; for the sake of Jesus Christ 
our Lord.

BE IT RESOLVED that we commend the Greater Minneapolis Inter-Faith Hous- 
ing Association and similar groups in other cities, for their efforts to persuade 
real estate dealers and home owners to sell their property without regard to race 
or religion. We recognize that housing is a key factor in segregation and a great 
problem for members of minority groups, 

We ask that the members of our local congregations take seriously the teachings of 
the Christian faith regarding brotherhood when they dispose of their property.

WOMEN 


THE ENGLISH EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD 


OF THE NORTHWEST 


President Lundquist, Pastors, delegates and friends: 


It is again my privilege to present to you the report of United Lutheran Church 
Women of the Northwest Synod. What is the purpose of United Lutheran Church 
Women? To create a fellowship of women within the church committed to prayer, 
study, service and offerings and to cooperate in the work of the United Lutheran 
Church in America as it is carried on through its boards. We are an auxiliary and as 
such seek the pastors guidance and help in all Christian Service projects and programs 
sponsored in the local congregation. Our programs are to be rist centered and to 
stimulate our women to pray, serve and give of their time, talent and offerings. 


Cold statistics are often uninteresting unless translated into persons helped and 
causes advanced. We have 10,992 members in 177 organizations. While this represents 
an increase in membership it is far below our potential. Our total giving this past year 
was $57,743.01 which is a decrease over the previous year. This is cause for concern 
since we are not reaching our general budget of $1,150,000. We pay the salary of 
Mrs. James Miller, missionary to Liberia, Africa. We gave four scholarships of two 
hundred dollars ($200) each to girls preparing for full time Christian Service. Each 
year a week end retreat for girls interested in church related vocations is held and we 
hope our pastors will encourage girls to attend the one in their conference. 


Much interest was expressed in our foreign study of ‘‘Africa’’ this year. Many made 
this a congregational study with much success. The home study theme was “The 
Church’s Mission in Town and Country.’’ With our shifting population trend it is 
necessary to follow our people with the gospel. The themes for study next year are 
“Into All the World Together’ and ‘Heritage and Horizons in Home Missions.”’ 


Our triennial convention was held in the fall of 1959 at St. John’s Lutheran 
Church, Minneapolis. The highlight of this convention was a panel discussion on the 
merger of our women’s work in the merged church. Representatives of each of the 
four church bodies participated. Our general president, Mrs. Roy Winters, was the offi- 
cial representative of our general organization. All the Officers and committee chairman 
were re-elected except the recording and statistical secretaries. Mrs. Richard England 
was elected recording secretary and Mrs. Carl Malm, statistical secretary. 

We are Sanat with the Augustana, Suomi Synod and American Evangelical 
Lutheran roups in topic materials, booklets and a new magazine entitled ‘‘Lutheran 
Women.”” We encourage our women to participate in lake camp retreats, rallies and con- 
= to gain insight and inapiration for the great work we are attempting to do 
in His name. | 
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We, Synodical officers and board, are seul to the three conferences who carry 


forward our program. We are grateful also for our pastors who give us encouragement 
and help. We are first of all members of a congregation committed to its program and 


‘as an added wee tunity for service, members of United Lutheran Church Women. Our 


thanks to Dr. McCreary for coverage given our work in the Synodical Bulletin and to 
Pastor Lundquist for his interest and guidance and for the opportunity to serve on the 
Foreign Mission Committee of Synod. 


May God guide us as we look forward to the merged church and as we continue to.
